Thrill Slayer 
Succumbs in 
Puerto Rico 
CHICAGO (AP) - Nathan F. 


Leopold, the brilliant son of a 
wealthy family who shocked 
the nation in 1924 when he and 
a friend murdered a young boy 
just for a thrill, has died in 
Puerto Rico, his attorney re- 
ported today. 


Attorney Elmer Gertz said 


Leopold, 66, had died Sunday 
night at Mitnya Hospital in the 
Santurce section of San Juan. 
He said death was caused by a 
heart attack. 


Leopold was paroled from an 


Illinois penitentiary on March 
13, 1958, after serving 33 years, 
six months and two days for 
the thrill slaying with Richard 
Loeb 
of 
14-year-old 
Bobby 


Frank. Loeb was killed in a 
fight with another voncict in 
1936. 


When he was released, Leop- 


old went to Puerto Rico as a 
$10 a month laboratory tech- 
nician in a missionary hospital. 
In 1959 he entered the Univer- 
sity of Puerto Rico, took a mas- 
ters degree in social medicine 
and went to work for the 
Puerto Rican health depart- 
ment. 


In February 
1961 Leopold 


married Trudy Feld Garcia de 
Quevedo, the middleaged wid- 
ow of a San Juan physician. 
Two years later he was dis- 
charged from parole and be- 
came a free man. 


The Leopold-Loeb case was 


one of the most sensational of 
the 1920s and horrified the na- 
tion. 


The nude body of the Frank

Loeb's, was found in a culvert 
on Chicago's South Side on May 
22, 1924. He had been bludg- 
eoned to death. 


A pair of eyeglasses nearby 


led the police to Leopold, then 
19 and the son of a vice presi- 
dent of Sears Roebuck. He im- 
plicated Loeb, who was 18. 


Clarence Darrow, considered 


the greatest defense lawyer of 
the time, defended them in a 
trial that lasted more than a 
month. 


Darrow had the pair plead 


guilty so they would be tried 
before Judge John R. Gaverly 
without a jury. Then the lawyer 
fought to save them from exe- 
cution, 
bringing 
forward a 


string of psychiatrists to testify 
that the youths were mentally 
ill but not legally insane. The 
lawyer closed with a three-day 
summation denouncing capital 
punishment. 


Two weeks later Judge Ga- 


verly sentenced the pair to life 
imprisonment for murder and 
99 years for kidnaping.

Tito is planning a trip to the 
United States in October. 


All this, along with a possi- 


bility of bettered American-Chi- 
nesc relations in the wake of a 
trip by President Nixon to Pek- 
ing, seems to have the Kremlin 
upset. What is it that Brezhnev 
fears? 


The Kremlin let a Hungarian 


Communist newspaper speak 
for it recently, and it made 
clear that what Brezhnev fears 
most is a Balkans axis "with 
anti-Soviet Union", linking 
Yugo lavia, Romania and Al- 
bania to China. The Russians 
seem to regard any Chinese in- 
trusion in the European Com- 
munist sphere as intolerable. 


The official Yugoslav Com- 


munist newspaper Borba was 
outraged by the Hungarian ar- 
ticle. 


"This country has long since 


gained the political maturity al- 
lowing it to promote, without 
anybody's approval or guard- 
ianship, its friendly relations 
with other countries—a case in 
point, the Chinese People's Re- 
public—without this cooperation 
ever being aimed at third coun- 
tries," Borba snapped. 


Borba used some hard lan- 


guage, suggesting that the Mos- 
cow-Belgrade feud still rankles 
23 years after Joseph Stalin 
threw the Yugoslav party out of 
the family for resisting domina- 
tion. In 1955, and at various 
times thereafter, Moscow tried 
to smooth things over, but 
things keep happening to sour 
relations with Belgrade. 


Moscow disliked Yugoslavia's 


attitude at the time of the 1956 
Hungarian revolution, resented 
Yugoslavia's 
failure 
to sub- 


scribe to Kremlin-inspired in- 
ternational 
Communist pro- 


grams, deplored Yugoslavia's 
policy of "nonalignment" with 
blocs and most of all could not 
stomach Yugoslavia's internal 
system, considering it heretical 
and a dangerous example to 
others.

BRINKLEY, Ark. (AP)-Rep. 


Bill Alexander, D - Ark., said 
Monday that rising taxes and 
"runaway budgets" in the na- 
tion's cities are directly related 
to rural poverty. 


In opening remarks at a hear- 


ing here on community develop- 
ment needs of counties and mu- 
nicipalities in the 1st Congres- 
sional District, Alexander urged 
the leaders of the small com- 
munities and towns to work with 
metropolitan officials in attack- 
ing problems of community de- 
velopment so "we can afford 
the future." 


He said there was a growing 


awareness on the part of gov- 
ernment officials in some major 
cities and metropolitan areas of 
the problems created by rural 
poverty. 


"For 
too long," Alexander 


said, "we have sought to de- 
velop programs to deal with the 
problems of the untrained or 
poorly trained rural migrants 
who swell to our cities, while, 
ironically, 
we 
ignored 
the 


causes that force them to flee 
the nation's nonmetropolitan 
areas." 


Alexander said he believes the 


only effective way to solve many 
urban social and fiscal problems 
is to attack the underlying prob- 
lem—rural poverty. 


At today's hearing in Brink- 


ley, mayors, county judges and 
community leaders from the 
southern counties of Alexander's 
district were joined by state 
leaders in their discussion of 
development needs. 


The congressman said he in- 


tends to use the data gathered 
at today's hearing and other 
hearings to be conducted in 
North and East Arkansas to 
persuade Congress to enact 
more flexible funding legislation 
to aid community development.

The 1969 Tax Reform Act, 


some provisions of which are 
still coming into effect 
in 


stages, is expected to yield 
about $7.3 billion in tax relief 
next year for individuals, offset 
by business tax increases that 
would reduce the net revenue 
loss to less than $2 billion. 


Here are some elements of 


the present tax situation, and 
some of the possibilities: 


Nixon has proposed restora- 


tion of the investment credit, 
worth $3 billion to businesses 
investing in equipment; spee- 
dups of the 1969 law provisions 
increasing the personal income 
tax exemption and the standard 
deduction, estimated to save in- 
dividual taxpayers $2.2 billion 
in 1972, and elimination of the 
automobile excise tax, for a 
$2.3 billion saving to car buy- 
ers. The investment credit and 
excise figures are for the fiscal 
year ending next June 30. 


The investment credit figure 


is based on an effective date of 
Aug. 15, 1971, the day Nixon an- 
nounced his sweeping program. 
But principal handlers of the 
legislation in the House have 
said they consider themselves 
committed to set the effective 
date back to April 1, when the 
possibility first was publicly 
discussed. So far, the Treasury 
has made no loud objection. 


Such an advance would sub- 


stantially increase the tax re- 
lief—perhaps by $1 billion. 


Chairman Wilbur D. Mills, D- 


Ark., says he expects the House 
Ways and Means Committee to 
write more tax relief for indi- 
viduals into the legislation. His 
own prenerence is for enlarging 
the minimum standard deduc- 
tion, or low-income allowance, 
that benefits the smallest tax- 
payers.

And Their Lives 


As Settlers 


ANCESTORS. By William 


Maxwell. Knopf. $6.95. 


Readers interested in ear- 


ly American history, in gen- 
ealogy and in the anecdotes of 
the family life of yesterday and 
the day before yesterday may 
be interested in Maxwell's 
chronicle of his ancestors. 


Maxwell is a novelist who has 


turned his attention to the many 
branches of his family tree. 
Most of his ancestors were 
Scots and the remainder En- 
glishmen. They came to this 
country in the late 18th and 
early 19th centuries, and gradu- 
ally drifted westward to the 
north central states — not as 
frontiersmen, but as settlers. 


Using memoirs, letters and

and the differences between the 
Presbyterians (Campbellitesi 
and the newly formed Christian 
Church. 


The latter part of the account 


is a folksy, garrulous record of 
the author's boyhood years in 
Illinois early in this century.

Van Gogh Letters 
Reveal Torment 


VAN GOGH'S "DIARY ': 


The Artist's Life in His Own 
Words and Art. Edited by 
Jan Hulsker William Morrow. 
$12.50. 


This is a "diary" in the sense 


that it reconstructs Van Gogh's 
own written thoughts during the 
period that he was an artist, 
from 1881 to 1890. 


There are excerpts from the 


hundreds of letters that Van 
Gogh wrote to his younger 
brother Theo I who periodically 
gave him enough money to live 
on), his parents and some of his 
artist friends. 


In addition it is evident that 


many of the artist's drawings, 
watercolors and paintings re- 
flect his reactions to the places 
and people around him, and the 
illustrations are keyed to his 
running comment on his works 
in progress. 


At the back of the book is a 


biographical summary about 
Van Gogh's years before 1881. 
when at the age of 27 he began 
his career as an artist. Some 
readers may want to absorb 
this background before reading 
the main text. There are 19 
color plates and 260 illustra- 
tions in black and white. 


From these Van Gogh letters 


come many intimate expres- 
sions of trie artist's tortured 
battle to create his own view of 
the world; his disappointment 
over the fact his works did not 
sell (in the past two years two 
of his paintings have been auc- 
tioned for $1.3 million and $1.2 
million); his emotional, physi- 
cal and mental problems, which 
led to his early death, and his 
sometimes desperate attempts 
to live up to the esthetic goals in 
which he believed. This book 
should serve as a companion 
volume to whatever biographi- 
cal or critical studies the read- 
er may want to consult

SAO PAULO, Brazil (AP) - 


A future visitor to a gravesite 
in Sao Paulo may ride up an 
elevator 30 or 40 floors rather 
than make the conventional trip 
to the far-off grassy field on the 
outskirts of the city. 


The population is going up,l 


the accident rate is going up, 
the mortality rate is going up 
and all the while the available 
land space is diminishing. 


So Sao Paulo city planners 


are thinking of making 
the 


cemeteries go up. 


Plans under study by the 


mayor's office call for the con- 
struction of high-rise cemetery 
buildings in lieu of expanding 
present burial grounds or set- 
ting aside new ones. 


"Sao Paulo is a city where it 


is becoming increasingly 
diffi- 


cult to die," architect Fernando 
Martins Gomes told an inter- 
viewer. 


Martins Gomes is the man 


credited here with introducing 
the idea of the "vertical ceme- 
tery" as a solution to the prob- 
lems of overcrowded cemeter- 
ies and decreasing land area. 


The vertical cemetery, Mar- 


tins Gomes said, "would pre- 
vent the trappings 
of death 


from 
becoming 
more 
lu- 


gubrious than death itself." 


He explained that high-rise 


cemeteries which are archi- 


tecturally integrated into the 
urban landscape would elirni 
nate some of the complexities 
of modern-day dying. He men- 
tioned 
the 
transfer 
of 
the 


corpse to a wake site and the 
morose trek to the stone-cov- 
ered field. 


The high-rise cemetery would 


contain a morgue, autopsy fa- 
cilities, funeral parlors and a 
bar and meeting room for vis- 
itors as well as a parking lot. 


In terms of space, a proposed 


40-story cemetery could be built 
in an area of 52 x 104 yards and 
would have room for 
40,000 


"gravesites." By comparison, 
this city's second largest ceme- 
tery holds 30,000 dead, 
and 


takes up a lot more ground. 


With 
ever-increasing 
popu- 


lation, space continues to be an 
acute concern of Sao Paulo offi- 
cials. The growth of the city 
has been so rapid municipal 
services cannot maintain the 
pace. 


In 1960 Sao Paulo had a popu- 


lation of 3.8 million. Today, six 
million people are 
crammed 


within the city limits. Another 
two million inhabit the outlying 
areas. 


Sao Paulo is bigger in area-

isphere. All indications are that 
it will overtake New York by

Doctor in Doubt 


"I did my best." 
So said a doctor not long ago 


when a disgruntled patient sued 
him for malpractice. It seems that 
the patient had been suffering for 
eight years from a surgical wound 
that would not heal. Now, de- 
manding damages, he told Ihe 
court: 


"I realize that the doctor did 


his best. The trouble is, his best 
was not good enough. After all 
these years, he must have reali/cd 
his own 
limitations. What 
he 


should have done was to send me 
to a specialist." 


The court agreed, and the doc- 


tor was held liable. The court said 
that when a doctor hasf or ought 
to have) serious doubts about his 
ability to handle a case, he has the 
legal duty to send the patient to 
someone who is better qualified. 


A similar duty rests on other 


practitioners of the healing arts. 
Take this case: 


A druglcss healer, treating a 


man who had severe abdominal 
pains, gave him a vigorous mas- 
sage and a strong laxative. Result: 
the man died from a ruptured 
appendix. 
In 
due 
course, his 


widow sued the healer for mal- 
practice. 


At the trial, he insisted that he 


had used the best treatment ac- 
cording to his own school of 
thought. Nevertheless, the court 
ordered him to pay damages. With 
plain signs of possible appendi- 
citis, said the court, he should 
have turned Ihe case over to a 
regular doctor. 


Of course, the mere fact that a 


treatment is unsuccessful does not 
mean the doctor was at fault. In 
another case a boy's broken leg, 
set by the family doctor, healed 
with some permanent stiffness. 
The family, 
claiming damages, 


blamed the doctor for not calling 
in a specialist. 


But the doctor explained: 
"This was not an unusual case. 


I have often 
handled similar 


fractures, and there was no special 
reason for me to expect trouble 
with this one." 


The court decided this was a 


legitimate defense, and dismissed 
the case. Noting thai medicine is 
not an exact science, the judge 
said no one would dare to be a 
doctor if he had to guarantee per- 
fect results every time.

Fears War 
Claiming 
Art Treasure

NEW YORK (AP) - Ameri- 


can art lovers fear the In- 
dochina war might be claiming 
a major cultural treasure—the 
ruins of Angkor in Cambodia. 


The massive, thousand-year- 


old capital was revealed to the 
world when French 
explorers 


tore away its jungle abroad 


Offset 


earlier this century. 


The French later excavated 


superb slone and bronze statu- 
es, and reconstructed a score of 
noble buildings including Ang- 
kor Wat. one of the largest 
temples ever raised by man. 


But today the rapidly grow- 


ing jungles are reclaiming the 
40-square-miles of Angkor be- 
cause the Vietnam war spread 
to Cambodia 
last year and 


drove out the battalions of la- 
borers needed to maintain the 
area. 


Communist 
forces -either 


North 
Vietnamese, 
or Cam- 


bodian guerrilla? or both—have 
occupied Angkor fur nearly a 
year and there is the constant 
danger 
that 
fighting 
might 


break out amidst the reuins.

age. 


American art lovers see as 


much urgency in the race to 
save Angkor as they did in ef- 
forts in the 1960s to rescue the 
ancient temples of Abu Simbel 
which were threatened with in-

Egypt's 
Aswan 


Dam. 


Art experts believe that with- 


out adequate care, the massive 
temple 
reconstructions 
that 


were painstakingly put together 
over 50 years of French colo- 
nial rule, will be torn apart by 
jungle 
growth, and 
covered 


with Lichen and other dam- 
aging, corrosive plants. 


The Indochina war hovers at 


the edge of Angkor. The an- 
cient capital lies west of the 
Mekong River and therefore 
outside the main battlegrounds. 
But artillery fire has already 
damaged an important wall of 
bas reliefs, and under an agree-

ment with the Cambodian gov- 
ernment the Thai Air Force has 
prerogatives to bomb west of 
the Mekong. 


The danger of war damage 


and the natural disintegration 
of the temples led American 
art lovers to express early con- 
cern over the fate of Angkor. 
Museum curators and art pro- 
fessors formed an "Ad Hoc 
Committee of 100" last year to 
urge the U.S. government to 
take all possible measures to 
help.

able people starting off on 
"the joint" and ending up 
on "the needle," or with a 
permanently damaged brain 
or even suicide. IIow can 1 
condone such a thing? 


You may argue that they 


didn't need to go to hard 
drugs but, in truth, a certain 
number do. One can escape 
the danger—and children can 
run freely across a heavily 
traveled 
four-lane highway 


without getting killed. Hut 
that doesn't prove it is either 
safe or intelligent. 


The young people I admire 


are the nonconformists who 
are able to resist the call of 
the m a s s e s to come join 
them in dangerous experi- 
ments. The pot smoker to- 
day in our schools is not a 
rebel, but the very prototype 
of a real conformist, without 
the capacity to think inde- 
pendently. \Ve may not know 
all the evils of marijuana, 
but can you list the wonder- 
ful benefits i'rom this habit?
